Despite Sagging Economy 
Local Building Booms 


In the second of a two part series. The Advertiser/Nc m s 
examines the escalating construction of single family 
homes in Agawam despite today’s sluggish economy. Last 
week Building Inspector Joseph Conte was interviewed 
and this week members of the construction, banking and 
real estate fields discussed the growing home market 
here. 

A week ago Building Inspector Joseph Conte revealed 
several interesting, and yes, startling facts about the 
ever-growing construction of single family homes in 
Agawam. 

Conte says that since January 1, over 100 new single 
family homes have been built or are in the process of be¬ 
ing erected. Last year 164''new homes were constructed, 
and, according to Conte, existing subdi\isions allow for 
the construction of approximately 300 new homes every 
year for the next ten. 

Running Out Of Room 

The availability in land to be developed propels 
Agawam above sister communities who are simply run¬ 
ning out of room to accommodate new one-family 
dwellings. 

Developer Charles Calabrese, a prominent name in 
local construction for some -30 years, presently is 
building homes at the Stony Hill Road and Roosevelt 
Avenue sections of Feeding Hills. 

Calabrese, who also chairs the town’s Planning 
Board, says his construction firm will erect 15 homes 
before the year’s end. That represents a marked increase 
from 1979 when he added four new homes to the town’s 
tally of some 8,000 homes. 

Calabrese says that despite “outrageous” costs, for 
material, labor, and land, and despite high interest for 
home loans, new homes will dot the town’s landscape, 
not only in Feeding Hills where most of the building has 
occurred but in other areas of town, including River 
Road and Hubbard’s Corner. 

Calabrese, in following the trend of the housing 
market, is constructing the three-bedroom raised ranch 
on a half-acre lot. He says Dutch Colonials and Gar¬ 
risons, also three bedroom, are selling. Every home 
Calabrese will build in 1980 has been sold. 

While the building escalates, Victor Carra, a resident 
of Feeding Hills and a top official in home loans for 
Westfield Savings Bank, says that the Februarv-April 


squeeze on the housing market appears to be over. 

When interest rates soared to 18 percent at Westfield 
Savings in April and inflation climbed to the same 
figure, Carra recalled that realtors were bottlenecked 
since loan money was tight and buyers sat still until ex¬ 
cessive interest rates stabilized near 13 :-14 percent. 

Carra understands the hardship of a young couple 
wishing to buy a home or an established coupled ex¬ 
periencing growing pains and needing more space. He 
said average sized homes selling for as high as $50,000 
“make it tough to make a move.” 

Should Be Encouraged 

But, added Carra optimistically, “Everyone in 
Agawam should be encouraged by what’s happening. 
The new home market is very active and there is increas¬ 
ed activity for realtors. I’m optimistic on what’s 
ahead.” 

Also looking to further fruition is realtor-builder 
Robert Lloyd, owner and operator of Futuristic Real 
Estate in Feeding Hills. 

Lloyd opened his real estate firm last October when 
he says “things weren’t too bad at all “ 

Following attempts by President Carter to curve in¬ 
flation after January 1, 1 loyd says the year’s first 
quarter “was not the most conductive atmosphere” for 
the real estate profession. 

While Carra says banks were carefully cradling their 
pocketbooks in the first quarter, Lloyd commented that 
the cost of construction actually decreased to help 
stimulate sales. Lloyd said as interest gradually fell, 
prices for materials and land again jumped. 

“But that’s okay because now people are again look¬ 
ing to build, buy or sell.” he stated, adding, “Right 
now, things seem to be moving very well in Agawam 
and I think it will get better.” 

Federal subsidies aimed at easing the burden for 
buyers of many new developments have greatly helped 
stimulate the local market, according to Calabrese. 

He noted that Connecticut residents are now buying 
in Agawam but working across the border. 

“I agree that times are not what they used to be.” 
says Calabrese, “but believe me, it could be far worse. 1 
would say that Agawam is lucky compared to the rest of 
the area and I think down the road the entire town will 
benefit from new homes and new faces. It keep*- the 
town from stagnating which isn’t good for anyone.”

Bonavita Advocates 
Stopping Insurance 
Subsidizing 

Attorney Anthony C. Bonavita of Agawam, a can¬ 
didate for State Senator, today released a statement on 
the condition of our automobile insurance system. 
Bonavita is challenging incumbent Alan D. Sisitsky. 

Bonavita stated, “The present operation of state 
regulated auto insurance system must be changed now 
so as to fairly administer the system. In the" present 
system, a factor in initially determining rates is the loss 
of ratio within territories but, unfortunately, (he rate 
differences arc adjusted by raising the rates of some 
'areas and lowering the rates of other areas. The system 
operates at the expense of some areas and people. Many 
of the cities and towns of the 2nd Hampden and Hamp¬ 
shire District arc, in fact, subsidizing some of the cities 
and towns of Eastern Massachusetts pnd the Boston 
area. 

I firmly believe the Boston area and Eastern 
-Massachusetts should take care of themselves. The peo¬ 
ple of our district should pay only an auto insurance 
premium that reflects a true loss ratio of our region. 

To end the present subsidizing, 1-propose "a true 
regional administrative system, whereby the loss ratioof 
a region determines the premiums of that region, and 
where rates are not adjusted up or down to subsidize 
any of the cities and towns of Eastern Massachusetts, 
must stop now.”

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Smoke Detector 
Saves Lives

Smoke detectors are credited with saving the lives of 
occupants of apartments at 21 Dwight Street. 

As a result of the Town of Agawam’s adoption of 
Section 26C of Chapter 148 requiring the installation of 
smoke dete.ctors in all apartments of six or more units, 
detectors installed in the Walnut Hill Apartments 
alerted the occupants to a fire which broke out at 2:29 
a.m. on August 7th. All escaped without injury. 

The detectors were the result of the Fire Department 
being promptly alerted, which allowed a quick response 
and prompt extinguishment of the fire with minimum 
damage. The fire was confined to apartment 19 with 
slight smoke damage to apartments 18 and 20 and slight 
water damage to apartment 14. 

The fire originated in the sofa in the living room 
where a cigarette had been carelessly discarded. 

Oqcupant of apartment 19, Karen Bossjolie, was not 
at home at the time of the fire. The owner of these 
apartments is Harold Kappell of 316 High Street, 
Holyoke. 

Altobelli Terms 
Opponent’s Award 
“Hypocritical” 

Rudy Altobelli, Democratic candidate for state 
representative from the Third Hampden District, today 
labeled the “Legislator of the Year’’ award presented to 
Representative Edward Connelly by the Mass. 
Municipal Association recently as “Hypocritical” 
because it was presented for proposed legislation that 
would have resulted in higher property taxes in cities 
and towns. 

According to Altobelli, Connelly’s proposed legisla¬ 
tion would have raised the level of state funding for 
county court rentals. “In essence, this bill would have 
had the state pay higher rentals for use of county 
courts,” Altobelli explained, “but what my opponent 
failed to mention was that these state funds for increas¬ 
ed rentals would come from the taxpayers.” 

Altobelli further noted that these increased state ex¬ 
penditures to the counties would only result in less 
money for local aid on the “cherry sheet.” “This ob¬ 
viously would have resulted in higher property taxes in 
cities and towns,” the candidate said. 

“For a legislator to receive an award for drafting 
legislation to manipulate state and county expenditures 
is hypocritical, but then again, when politicians get 
together, anything is possible, even an award for robb¬ 
ing Peter to pay Paul,” Altobelli concluded.

Thanks to the Club’s generous 
donation of an Illuminated Stand Magnifier; two page- 
size, non breakable, light weight magnifiers; and “The 
Merriam-Webster Thesaurus for Large Print Users,” 
the Library will better be able tQ assist the visually han¬ 
dicapped, the elderly and those who prefer the ease and 
convenience of enlarged print or objects. 

The American Foundation for the Blind estimates 
that more than six million Americans cannot read stan¬ 
dard size print, even with the be 7 t available corrective 
lenses. Of this number, only an estimated 1.7 million are 
blind or designated as “legally blind,” but almost five 
million others have varying degrees of low vision. 

Low vision may be defined as vision that is insuffi¬ 
cient/ to do a desired task, even with the best possible 
corective spectacles or contact lenses. People with low 
vision can use their sight, unlike a totally blind person. 
Low vision aids are devices which help people use their 
sight to better advantage. 

Now, through the generosity of the Agawam-Feeding 
Hills Lioness Club, the library has two other low vision 
aids available in addition to its large print materials for 
public use. A new Bausch & Lomb Illuminated Stand 
Magnifier, an excellent low vision aid will be available 
for in-house use. This portable general use magnifier 
can be used to make any print larger, brighter and 
clearer.

reading in many cases as well as seeing physical objects. 
Unlike a conventional magnifying lens, the page-size 
magnifier need not be moved; it allows the user to see a 
complete picture or page, enlarged four times without 
hand movements to scan, piece by piece. The library will 
now make one of these giant, light weight magnifiers 
available for home use for two weeks and will keep one 
for in-house use and demonstration. Moreover, since 
these low-cost, page-size magnifiers are so useful for the 
elderly and visually handicapped, the library will also 
provide the purchase information and address for those 
who wish to purchase their own magnifier for 
themselves, family or friends. 

Finally, the Lioness Club’s generous donation of 
“The Merriam-Webster Thesaurus for Large Print 
Users,” which conforms to the accepted standards for 


reference books as established by the National Associa¬ 
tion for Visually Handicapped, will greatly aid the 
visually handicapped in finding synonyms for words. 
Now everyone can find word synonyms and meanings 
through this excellent work and “The Merriam- 
Webster Dictionary for Large Print Users” also owned 
by the library. 

The library strongly encourages all Agawam residents 
to either call or come to the Agawam Public Library to 
learn more about and make use of its low vision aids for 
the visually handicapped and elderly. In addition, any 
person who finds it impossible or difficult to read small 
print is eligible to receive Free Talking Book Service 
through the mail from the Massachusetts Commission 
for the blind. Please contact the library for further in¬ 
formation.

Gallano Challenges Councilor Bonavita 

To the Editor: 

It was my intent when I submitted the Proposition^ 
2Vi guest editorial two weeks ago to inform the citizens 
of Agawam as to the consequences of the bill should it 
be accepted. I was not surprised by the vehement attack 
on me by our righteous councilwoman. She apparently . 
is under the misapprehension that the voters who elected 
her have.given her a mandate to personally attack, with 
threated of discharge or court action, every employee, 
department head or anyone else for that matter who 
does not agree with her. 

Thfe point in hand is that the differences between her 
quoted percentage rates and dollar amounts and mine 
are a matter of interpretation and are unimportant in 
themselves. We are both in agreement'that cuts in the 
budget will have to be made should the voters adopt 
Proposition 2 Zi and if Agawam agrees to reduce its 
share in a lump sum and in one year’s time. 

Let’s assume that the councilwoman’s figure of 
$1,490,759 cut is accurate and necessary for the reduc¬ 
tion to 21/2% of fair and full cash value. One of the 
more important jobs of the council members is to make 
cuts and pass the budget. The treasurer does not have a 
vote in cutting the budget. 

.The taxpayers should now challenge the coun¬ 
cilwoman to tell them just where would SHE cut 
$1,490,759 from the budget...what departments will be 
affected?...where will those “least painful” cuts be 
made?...what programs of the “lowest priorities” will 
be eliminated?...what personnel and from where? 

Facts on the record indicate that the council, of which 
Ms. Bonavita is a voting member, had a very difficult 
time cutting the budget this year. They passed a budget 
with a $2,481,370 increase over last year, which will in¬ 
crease taxes. Just where would the cut of $1,490,759 
have been applied? And yes, we did reduce the tax rate 
in 1979-80, but we also increased expenditures by 
$1,047,966 over the previous year. 

A little less political rhetoric and more action would 
be beneficial in reducing the taxes.

State Leader Seeks Aid 


To the Editor: 

The Massachusetts Legislature has apparently decid¬ 
ed that your constitutional right to petition is not really 
yours - at least not this year. 

59,000 Massachusetts residents signed an initiative 
petition to sponsor a tax limitation amendment to the 
Constitution. It is the right of any petitioners to have 
their proposal voted on by the House and Senate in the 
Constitutional Convention. The Legislature has ignored 


that right. 

In July the Legislature adjourned the Constitutional 
Convention after acting on only three of the twenty-five 
constitutional amendments before it. 

This action is a direct breach of duty by the 
Legislature as defined under Amendment Article 48, 
“The Initiative” Part IV Section 2 of the Massachusetts 
Constitution. This section states, in part, “and if the 
two Houses...fail to continue (any Joint Session) from 
time to time until final action has been laken_upon all 
amendments pending, the Governor shall call such Joint 
Session or continuance thereof.” 

I have formally requested that Governor King 
reconvene the*session, as he is mandated to do under the 
Constitution. I have also asked all legislators to official¬ 
ly notify the Clerks of their intent to reconvene in 
September for the purpose of completing action on the 
amendments. If a majority of the House and Senate re¬ 
quest it, the Legislature will be called into session. 

To date neither a majority of the legislators, nor the 
Governor seem concerned about this abridgment of 
your rights. 

I urgd you to write to Governor King and,to your 
Representative and Senator. They will be asking for 
your vote very soon. Let them know they won’t have it 
until they cease this arrogant disregard for the Constitu¬ 
tion. Please, call me if you have any questions 
(617-727-2375). 'Numbers count. Let your elected of¬ 
ficials know you are angry. Write today.

Fireman Mercadante Praised 
By Rhode Island Tourist 

Dear Mr. (aba and Town Councilors: 

I was recently involved in a serious accident on Route 
57 between Granville and Southwick. At that time, 
while* wandering seriously injured pr*at the scene, my 
spouse and 1 were comforted and rendered first aid by 
Mr. Michael Mercadante. 

Without Mr. Mercadante’s timely and skillful assistance, 
our injuries might well have deteriorated towards :he 
risk of diability or worse. Not knowing the extent of 
that risk, it would be difficult to assert categorically that 
Mr. Mercadante saved our lives. Nevertheless, Mr. Mer¬ 
cadante, in coming upon the scene of an apparently 
serious accident, proceeded with great care and concern 
to treat those involved in such a way as to ensure that no 
lives would needlessly perish without his having done 
everything possible to prevent such an event. 

In response to a question, Mr. Mercadante informed 
us that he was formerly a firefighter with the town of 
Agawam and that he had recently been discharged by 
that town from his post as a firefighter. 

The clamor of taxpayers for economy in their local 
services is keenly felt, justified in many cases, and deser¬ 
ving of a meaningful response by elected officials. In 
making such a response, however, those charged by 
their fellow citizens with the responsibility of overseeing 
local government should take care that economies 
designed to knock a few cents off the tax rate do not 
have as their outcome a shortsighted endangerment of 
the lives and property of their fellow citizens. 

Specifically, whatever the taxpayers of Agawam may 
have saved by no longer paying Michael Mercadante to 
be a firefighter is nothing compared to the potential loss 
of not having dedicated young men like him ready to 
respond when disaster strikes.

Kathy 
Hiler and Joel VanLieu, daughter and son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Stanley, are two local characters who gain sym¬ 
pathy and care of Whiteside. With Whiteside’s en¬ 
couragement nearly accomplish their goals in life.

The Fisheries and Wildlife Board will hold a public 
hearing on proposed regulations and dates for the 1980 
waterfowl hunting season on Thursday, August 28 at 
7:30 p,m. at the Holiday Inn, Totten Pond Road, 
Waltham. 

Waterfowlers interested in attending the meeting are 
invited to do so. Those unable to attend the hearing but 
wishing to comment may do so in writing to .the 
Fisheries and Wildlife Board, c/o 100 Cambridge 
Street, Boston, MA 02202. 

VERMONT OFFERS 

Vermont again will be offering a small game hunting 
license this fall for non-residents after a lapse of two 
years. A statute passed by the State Legislature allows 
the sale of non-resident small game hunting licenses for 
the 1980 fall hunting season at a cost of $27.00. Non¬ 
residents, including aliens, who have either passed a 
hunter safety course or who can show a previous or cur¬ 
rent hunting license from any state or province may pur¬ 
chase the new license. 

The small game license is not valid at any time for 
hunting deer, bear or turkey. 

The bear season will open September 1st in Vermont 
this year. Vermont’s 1980 archery deer season is Oc¬ 
tober 11-26. The regular deer season is November 15-30. 

The New Hampshire bear season will also open 
September 1st. There has been a large number of bear 
sightings this year, and there has also been a record 
number of nuisance bear complaints this year. 

The wild berry crop is down this year probably as a 
result of late frost damage. Sortie campers complained 
of bear taking food from their tents while they were 
away. 

The season closes in the Northern Management Zone 
November 12 and in the Southern Management Zone on 
November 16. 

A person may kill one bear per year. The 
department’s bear study is still in progress and suc¬ 
cessful hunters are asked to save a tooth from each bear 
for age determination and to bring reproductive tracts 
from female bear to the registration station. 

The Atlantic salmon run in the Penobscot River in 
Maine is the best this year since the program of Atlantic 
salmon restoration began in Maine in 1947. 

As of July 31 this year, there was a total of 1,740 
taken at the Penobscot trap compared to last year’s trap 
catch on the same date of only 464. The Penobscot rod 
catch of 766 salmon this year is the greatest in recent 
history, up substantially from last year’s 136. 

The run has gradually increased from 141 in 1970 to a 
known run this year of 2,506 with a few more months to 
go before the run is completely over. 

A major reason for the increased runs in recent years 
is the increase in quality and quantity of the salmon 
smolt produced at the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
National Fish Hatcheries in Maine.
